D. Blake, thn defendant; saw him J une 
3d, last, at thn J unction; had conv erse* 
tion with him last September, 31st; he 
told me the girl, Carrie W. Blake» was his 
daughter, and wanted me to fin d a place 
for her to stay ; she was stay ing with a 
man whose name was Miner. 
I liv ed 
about ten rods from his house, where she 
was stay ing; I saw her there with a child 
and also in J uly , before she gav e birth 
to the child; the child was born about 
September 21,18 8 6 ; when the child died, 
Blake was at the funeral and took charge. 
I told Blake that I was surprised at his 
brin gin g his daughter to such a place. 
When I saw her she was v ery dirty ; the 
p lace lo o k ed lik e 
a ho g pen; bo dy lice 
were seen crawlin g u p o n her p erso n 
and 
u p o n 
the face o f the dead child. (There 
was n o cro ss ex amin atio n ). 
M in n ie F o r d, sw o rn : Lived at L ee 
Center 14 years. 
Acquainted with John 
Blake and his daughter, Carrie, about 5 
years. 
Was at Blake’s house and asked 
.him if it was not a difficult task fo r him to 
do both the w o rk in store and also the 
household work; he said that his daugh­ 
ter, Carrie, was unable to do it alone,and 
ho had to help. 
Mrs. Blake was sick at 
this time, and died last June. 
(This wit­ 
ness was sworn to show that Blake had 
acknowledged Carrie as his daughter). 
M r s. M ary R il e y , sworn: 
I live at 
Lee Lentre; acquainted with Blake and 
his family; have hoard him introduce his 
wife to people, also his daughter, as bis 
wife and daughter.

identify Blake’s hand writing.

shown family Bible and family record.

having a conversation with Mr. Saulsbury 
lust Saturday night about the Bible and 
the matter of that record?

Tuesday , the testimony of Julgo Lafay ette 
Kirk, county judge of Washington county , 
Texas, wm heard. 
He has acted in this in­ 
vestigation 
0 3 counsel for the Democrats, 
and is a principal defendant. He attended 
tho iudiguatioa moating at Branham and In­ 
troduced the resolution requiring certain 
Republicans to cease a certain line of con­ 
duct or leave the country . 
He presided over 
the canvas of votes, and sent a telegram to 
D. I). Bolton, father of Dwees Bolton, who 
was killed, .to the effect that “things look 
bad” at Brenham. 
He did not remember 
that he used the word’», “do y our work,’’ 
although he was not positive about it. 
When asked if he had any objection to 
having the telegram laid before the commit­ 
tee, Judge Kirk replied that be bad not, if it 
was in possession of any member of the com­ 
mittee. Senator Spooner asked him to write 
an order for the committee to the Western 
Union Telegraph company , so the original' 
telegram could l>e obtained, but he refused to 
comply . Witness named Hack worth, Moore, 
Gelder, Potter, Lockett and.ScheuUe among 
those warned to ceaat theird action-consist­ 
ing of prejudicing the blacks against the 
whites—or leave the country . 
He said Pot­ 
to* had declared himself in favor of arming 
the negroes to shoot white men at the ballot 
box. 
The others named, he said, were of­ 
fensive in their speeches. 
During the course of further examination 
the witness said the Republicans tried to 
swear the negroes to support the Republican 
ticket, and would ostracise any negroes who 
wanted to support the People’s ticket. There 
was a general belief among the white people 
that the negroes had beeu advised to go to 
the polls armed, and that Lockett and Gel­ 
der had given that advice. 
Witness had 
been notitied by letter that he was to be shot 
at tho first opj>ortumty ; that the threat 
was no bluff, and that others would surely 
follow his fate. A letter addressed to Bob 
Doan, and signed “Dead,” had been sent in 
care of witness which stated that “ we ex­ 
pect to kill Democratic negroes until we get 
two for every one they have killed.” 
The examination was continued nearly all 
day , Messrs. Spooner and Evarts interro­

A resolution offered by Riddleberger direct­ 
ing the publication of all the matter on tho 
senate iiles relating to the rejection of Mat­ 
thews, nominated for district recorder of 
deeds, was adopted. 
Tho conference report 
on the public building at Detroit was agreed 
to, and the District appropriation bill passed, 
as was the military academy appropriation 
bill. 
Miller moved to take up the bill to 
create a department of agriculture, and was 
antagonized by a motion by McPherson to 
consider the house resolutions for an investi­ 
gation of the Pacific railway s. 
A y ea ami 
nay vote was taken and McPherson’s motion 
rejected—y eas, 22; nay s, 8 3—the y ea vote 
being almost wholly Democratic and the nay 
vote Republican. The agricultural depart­ 
ment bill was then considered, but went over 
as unfinished business, and the house amend­ 
ments to the sundry civil bill disagreed to in 
bulk. 
A short executive session was then 
held, after which the senate adjourned. 
The house refused to pass the John W. 
Farris ponsion bill over the president’s veto 
—y eas, 132; nay s 93—not the requisite two- 
thirds. 
The senate amendmeuts to the sun­ 
dry civil bill were non-concurred in. The 
military committee’s bill to provide for the 
manufacture of modern ordnance for the 
navy and seacoast defense was reported. 
It 
appropriates $5,000,000, and was referred to 
committee of the whole. 
It provides for the 
manufacture of stool guns, rifled mortar» , 
and torpedoes. 
The house then want into 
committee of the whole and considered the 
postoffico appropriation bill as amended by 
the senate. 
The appropriations committee

Faces of 
few of its great men are known to the people. 
The lost time I saw Gen. Grant wus on 
Broadway , near The Herald building. He 
was on crutches hobbling in a stream of 
human beings, not one of whom was aware 
of his presence. Six weeks leave interesting 
memories of similar occurrences. 
AN INVAUD MAYOR. 
Six weeks ago I attended Buffalo Bill’s [>er- 
formance at Madison Square garden. It was 
a series of unique Indian dances given for tho 
entertainment of his friends. In a box sat a 
white faced man with a anowy head and 
trimmed beard. Ho wore pebbles, and there 
were great bags of flesh under his piercing 
gray ey es. It was tho faco of a thinker, 
whose frame was unable to stand tho strain 
of intense application.

Hewitt, wfio has just been 
elected may or of New York after the most 
memorable political fight in the history of 
tho city . Over 2,000 peiwons were in tho gar­ 
den, all of them Gothamites, y et not more 
than half a dozen knew Mr. Heivitt. 
A month ago a crowd filled the parlors at 
Delmouieo’s. They were awaiting a summons 
to the police captains’ dinner. Among them 
was a tall, well knit gentleman with gray 
ey es, a high forehead and sparse gray hair. 
Ho was suave and courtly . A few New 
Yorkers took him for Fatty Walsh. Ho was 
not the genial warden of the Tombs, to whom 
he bore a strong resemblance. Ho was the 
renowned Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, now prac­ 
ticing law in New York. 
Two weeks ago I saw a man with an ab­ 
normally developed brow gazing into a jew­ 
eler’s windows. His ey es were bright and 
his face was thin and wrinkled.

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SIEGE OF THE ALAMO. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF AN EYEWITNESS 
OF THAT TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 


Tbe Hopeless Fight of 100 Gallant Ken- 
tncfcians 
Led by 
Cols. Trav is and 
Bowle<a» Dav y Croekett's P e sth -S c sn s 
After the Massacre. 


In the struggle for 
Tex an independence 
none bore a braver part than Col. R. L. 
Crompton, of Roxbury , Mass. 
A reporter, 
bearing of Col. Crompton's presence in tbe 
city , sought him out, and, by the expendi­ 
ture of much persuasive eloquence, imluecd 
him to give an account of his experience dur­ 
ing the war of independence. 
“In the winter of 1834,” Col. Crompton 1 
k?- 
gan, “I left my home in Massachusetts forth® 
purpose of sock ing my fortune in the west. 
My destination was Lexington, Ky ,, but 
while on the Ohio river I fell in with u party 
of y oung men who were on their way to j<>iu 
CoL Travis in Texas and, carried away by 
their vivid pictures of the life of adventurous 
excitement that aw aited them in that coun­ 
try , I joined their band without much k nowl­ 
edge as to the right or wrong of the cause 
which I pledged my self to sustain. 
Wo tra v­ 
eled by boat to New Orleans unci there took 
ship for Galveston. 
Hen* wo procured horses 
mid proceeded to join the Texan forces, thou 
operating in the neighborhood of San Antonio 
de Bexar. 
A ny thing less lik e an arm y in a*>- 
pearanee it would be hard to imagine. 
Uni­ 
form there was none, each dressing to suit 
his ow n peculiar fancy , and the men were as 
various as their attire. 


E N T E R IN G SAN ANTONIO. 
“Shortly after my arrival I attached m y ­ 
self to the command of that magnificent Ten 
nemeean, Col. Milam, and soon liecame de­ 
votedly attached to him. 
He was a inau of 
splendid character, without the sternness of 
Travis or the strong flavor of black guardism 
that hung about Houston. 
“As soon us we had gathered sufficient 
strength we attack ed the Mexican forces in 
Han Antonio. 
They far outnumbered us and 
a desperate struggle ensued. 
For day s wo 
fought in the streets and among the adobe 
houses, each of which was a m iniature fort­ 
ress. 
W ith pick s and spades we dug our way 
through the walls from house? to house, thus 
avoiding the greut loss which would have re­ 
sulted from any attem pt at a direct storm. 
The fight for the Vcreminda house was fierce 
and bloody , but at last we drove the Mexi­ 
cans out and took possession. 
But our tri­ 
umph was soon turned to mourning, for 
shortly after it was captured the beloved Mi­ 
lam fell dead, shot by a Mexican who lay 
concealed behind a wall on the opposite side 
of the San Antonio river. 
W e at length ob­ 
tained possession of the town, but did not re­ 
tain it long, as the advance of President 
Santa Amui compelled us to withdraw, leav­ 
ing Travis, with less than 150 men, to garri­ 
son the town. 
“I shall never forget the day when y oung 
Maverick rode into our camp with the news 
that Travis, refusing to retreat, was shut up 
in the Alamo and surrounded by an over­ 
whelming force. 


STEALING THROUGH THE LINES, 
“X do not k now what madness possessed me, 
but when i heard that Houston had decided 
that he was too weak to march to the relief 
of Travis (as was indeed the ease) 1 deter­ 
mined to gallop to San Antonio, endeavor to 
steal through tho Mexican lines and join my 
old Kentuck y friends, who were nearly all 
within the garrison walls. 
I reached San 
Antonio without difficulty , and found that 
one assault had already been made, and that 
the besieged had more than held their own. 
So far all was well, but in endeavoring to 
creep between the Mexican pick ets I was fired 
upon and wounded, and owed my escape from 
death to tho dark ness. 
W ith difficulty I 
made my way to the house of a Mexican 
whom I had befriended during our occupa­ 
tion of the city , and he generously agreed to 
conceal me in his bouse. 
A narrow window 
commanded an excellent view of one front of 
tbe Alamo wall, and from this point I could see 
nearly all of that memorable struggle. 
Day 
after day the Mexican fire was k ept up, and 
time after time were their storming columns 
hurled against the old church wall, which 
formed the Texan rampart. But nothing could 
disturb the calm desperation of the defenders, 
and at the close of each day tho lone star flag 
floated as proudly , and, apparently , as securely 
as ever from the roof of the mission. 
Tho 
Mexican losses were fearful. 
Their clumsy 
cscopetas were no match for the long Haw­ 
k ins rifles in the hands of the Kentuck y and 
Tennessee back woodsmen. 
Hundreds fell 
ev ery day , but their loss was little felt in that 
ov erwhelming host, while ev ery man of the 
garrison who died was an Irreparable injury . 
Tbe line along the wall grew very thin, but 


still there was no thought of surrender amidst 
that gallant band. At length, when death 
*nd wounds had reduced the poor handful to 
half Its original numbers, the Mex icans cf 
fee ted a lodgment in an undefended portion 
of tho wall, and poured in by hundred*. 
THE LAST DESPERATE STRUGGLE. 
“ Although there was now no hope of suc­ 
cess, the brav e Tex ans fought as steadily and 
firmly as on the first dey of tho soigo. 
From 
room to room went the fight, ami the puny 
Mex icans loomed by bitter ex perience what 
deadly weapons bowie kniv es and clubbed 
rifles were in tbe hands of desperate Ameri­ 
cans. But human endurance has its limits, 
and at length Santa Anna was master of the 
Alamo, but not until the last American lay 
cold in death. 
From my window I could 
hear the shouts and y ells and see the strug­ 
gling figures. When all was ov er, I begged 
my host to go into the Alamo and bring tbe 
news of all that bad occurred. 
He came 
beck in an hour or two, and said that such a 
shambles bed nev er been seen. 
The deed 
were heaped in wiki confusion all ov er tbe 
building, end the gutters fairly ran with 
blood. 
In a room on the ground floor was 
the corpse of Col. Bowie, who had been butch­ 
ered upon his sick bed. 
Not far from him 
was found the brav o end eccentric Crockett 
But the most impressiv e sight was in a smell 
room In the uppw story , where the gallant 
Trav is ley , a bullet hole in his forehead, sur­ 
rounded by the corpses of fifteen Mex icans 
who had died by his own hand. 
Of the Tex ­ 
ans, not one surv iv ed, hut they did not die 
^ 
cnged, as 1,6 00 Mex icans fell before less 
100. It was well said that ‘Thermopy lae 
had ite memcnger of defeat, the Alamo bad 


unev en 
than 


none.’ 
“ I serv ed through the rest of the war and 
was at Ban J acinto, but after the tale of tbe 
Alamo all seems small and petty , and it 
would be &u anti-climax for me to continue 
my story .” —8 t. Louis Olobe-Democrat.

P E R S IA 'S RAGGED REG IM EN TS- 


Shabby ‘-’« » Idlers of tlio Shah-Thiev ing 
OMccrs anti Thetr Plunder. 
The Persian soldier, even on stato occasions, 
presents generally a rather ludicrous apjiear- 
anco. 
His uniform is of cotton cloth and 
mostly of a deep blue color. 
It is made of 
w hat we call shirting, and when new is very 
suitable clothing in a w arm country . 
But 
soon the m ilitary buttons begin to disappear 
and are replaced by substitutes of all sorbs, 
shapes, colors and sizes. 
The hair disappears 
from the warrior's sheepsk in shak o, which 
quick ly grows shabby on account of his habit 
ually using it as a pillow. 
Moreover, the foot 
coverings of no two men in the regiment arc 
alik e, and the whole crew ¡-.regents a melan­ 
choly appearance. 
But y et the Persian soldier does the best he 
can. 
Previous to a review or festal parade 
he may bo seen carefully preparing a plume 
of white feathers, procured from the nearest 
domestic fowl, and binding them to a piece 
of stick . 
W hen this m artial plume has at­ 
tained tho sizo of a lamp brush he trium ph­ 
antly affixes it to a shak o. 
On the occasion 
of official illuminations composite candles are 
served out by the local governor a t the rate 
of one to each man. 
The colonel has, of 
course, a greater number of men on his list 
than ever mak e an appearance; he k eeps the 
difference. 
The other officers appropriate 
half the remaining candles. 
Tho non-com­ 
missioned officers eat (i. e. steal) a certain 
proportion, and at length one caudle is served 
out to every five men. 
This is divided into 
five portions, a new wick is inserted, and, 
when the regim ent is paraded, at a given 
signal a box of matches is passed round, and 
tho regiment trium phantly presents arms 
with a lighted candle in each man's musk et 
as j>er general order. 
The pay of the Persian soldier is nominally 
seven tomans (£ 2 15s) per annum and rations. 
Ho is luck y if lie gets half his pay , which does 
not reach him till it has passed through the 
hands of m any persons, his superiors. 
But 
his rations of three and a half pounds of 
bread a d« 3T are quite another m atter. 
If his 
rations are tampered with the soldier mutinies 
at once, and there is no atrocity of which the 
Persian soldier robbed of his rations is inca­ 
pable.—St. Jam es’Gazette.

Few, for instance, like the 
present smell of gas, end why cannot it bo in­ 
fused henceforth with the essence of mignon­ 
ette or apple blossom, or y lang-y tang?—N#*w 
York Commercial Adv ertiser.

M. D. Toinossi has now described somo 
ev en more remarkable effects under the eu­ 
phonious name of “ eflluv iography .” By an 
ex pose of a few minutes’ duration he has 
impressed upon a photographer’« sensitiv e 
plate an image of on object through which a 
silent discharge of electricity was passing, 
this result lieing obtained when care \va> 
tak en to insure perfect dark ness and with n 
current of too low tension to give any sign of 
light. 
The theory of the experim enter is 
that a body under electric influence emit« 
“electric ray s’’ analogous to the dark ray s of 
tho spectrum .— Ark ansnw Traveler.

By 
the time the tw elfth number was reached the 
publishers were so gratified with the signal 
success to which the work had now attained 
tha t they sent Dir. Dick ens a check for £ 500. 
A t its conclusion the sale had reached about 
40,000 copies per number. 
Tho publishers, it

time, made a clear 
profit of nearly £ 20,000, after pay ing Dick ens
